" America's supply of gaso- 
line will be greatly increased and 
prices lowered as a result of a 
discovery by the bureau" of stand- 
ards of a method to improve low 
quality "gas," h was announced 
today. 


Experts have developed an in- 


expensive refining 
method that 


will produce thirty per cent more 
gasoline out of a given quantity 
of crude oil than heretofore, of- 
ficials said. The new "gas," gov- 
ernment tests revealed, will give 
as great a mileage as the better 
qualities of commercial gasoline, 
comparing favorably in sterling 
and acceleration properties.

We man- 
aged to describe therein five tests 
which anybody can make to get an 
idea of tbc functional efficiency o' 
his circulation. The fifth test was 
a lala'paloosa. It consisted in run- 
ning tiuickly up 
two 
flights ol 


stairs and observing the effect on 
your pulse. The effect, normally, is 
of course an increase of 20 or C» 
beats to the minute; after a minute 
or so, when the pulse begins to 
slow .again, you should . feel the 
heart 
beating, 
more - forcibly, 


thump-thump, against your ribs, 
until the pulse rate has about 
reached the normal resting rate. I 
always give this test last, for if one 
happened to have some such afflic- 
tion as an aneurism, one might nov 
come downstairs again afoot. 


The thump thump is worth con- 


sidering more in detail. It has con- 
siderable significance. In the first 
place, it is the normal reaction to 
such a test, and not the pathologi- 
cal symptom some folk suppose. , 
The stronger heart action after a 
sudden, effort, with the pulse rate 
slowing down to or near .the nor- 
mal resting rate, shows the-:-ca- 
pacity of the heart to respond to 
unusual exertion frith increased 
action. If you get this reaction 
from the test, it doesn't matter" 
even if you have a valvular leak- 
ago, you may rest assured you have 
a thoroughly efficient heart, which 
•will carry you through life if you 
use it well. A normal reaction to 
this test, which, by the way, glorie? 
in the name of the Cabot-Bruce- 
Giaupner test is quite as signifi- 
cant, by way ot propaganda, as any 
stethoscopic examination can _be. 
The sounds heard with, the steho- 
scope give the physician some little 
idea of the state of the heart and 
the valves, but irrespective of any 
murmurs or alterations of tie nor- 
mal heart sounds, such a test *s 
this 'double staircase test tells what 
a heart is capable of doing; that is 
the important thing to know in any 
case.
